Arguing in the hotheaded sense is admit- 
tedly not the best policy. But argue doesn't 
only mean “wrangle”; it also means “offer 
reasons in support of,” which applied to our 
Faith is a reasonable practice. 

We don’t have to go around ready to ‘back 
every Protestant into a corner, but neither 
do we have to agree just to keep peace when 
a Protestant says, “It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference what church you go to as long as you 
go to church.”

The mind is like water; it seeks its own 
level. Therefore, a right conscience and a sound moral 
life are the first necessity in the search for faith. If 
@ man does not want to believe, he can always find 
excuses for not believing. But if he wants to believe, ae 


he must be prepared not only to know truth but to follow it, 


Faith is more than just a searching. It is not 
a blind surge of emotion, nor wishful thinking, nor 
is it a good feeling deep: down inside. Faith is a clear 
and free assent of our mind to God’s revealed truth, 


Today everyone talks about faith as the answeg 
to our problems. And they are right. But sometimes 
they seem to think it doesn’t matter what we believe, 
just so long as we “believe.” But we never 
just believe. We believe something. And if faith 
ts important, then it is just as important that we 
believe what God has revealed to be believed. 


What is it then that we believe by faith? 
It is the message sent to men by God. The object of. our 
faith is the doctrine brought to men by Christ Our Lord 
during His life on earth and the teachings that flow from it, 


It is not easy to accept these teachings. It 
costs something to accept the faith. It costs the sacrifice 
of things that God forbids. Faith demands that we 
sacrifice the affections of those who would keep us 
from the truth, 


Faith also requires love—love of truth. Love 
of another human being can:be mistaken. But love 
of truth and love of God can never be,mistaken, for 
truth never changes and is never fickle. As St. Paul 
tells us, “Faith is the substanee of things to be hoped for, 
the evidence of things that are not seen.”

Choosing 


| How can you choose the best toys for your child? 
Colorful gadgets often attract adults but fail to 
qualify as suitable toys. Children should have toys that 
require thought and imagination in their use as well as 
manipulation. Ask yourself this question when choosing a 
toy, “Will my child be an active participant ‘or a passive 
onlooker when he plays with this?” Mechanical and elec- 
trical equipment that requires the mere pushing of a button 
or the winding of a spring encourage inactivity. When a 
wind-up car becomes boring to watch, the next step might 


be to take it apart. 


The use of guns, tanks and other models of destructive 
weapons encaurage a-:type of play that develops a pre- 
occupation with killing. A tremendous effort is needed by 
teachers to wean children away from these over-stimulat- 
ing activities when they come to kindergarten. 

Here are some of the important things that you can do 
to guide your child’s creative development when he works 


or plays at home. 


Experiment with the tools and materials that your 
child uses so that you will understand his problems. 

Overcome difficulties by helping. children recognize 
a problem and solve it in a different way. If a child has 
made numerous attempts to stick the clay arms on a figure 
for the Christmas crib and they just won't stick, you might 
ask, “Do you think a drop of water would help it stick?” 
Choose occasions when there is a real need for teaching

considered the last prepar- 
ation for Christmas and in 
some ~ respects the first 
feast of the Christmas 
season. In Rome its fes- 
tive character was even 
more pronounced because 
the Holy Father used to 
sing the Mass of Gaudete 
Sunday in the basilica of 
St. Peter. 

We can, however, under- 
stand the teaching of to- 
day’s liturgy without the 
explanations the historians 
give us. The Church tells 
us plainly that we have to 
be joyful. By means of the 
words of St. Paul it tells 
us what real Christian Joy 
is, About what has to be 
at the bottom of this joy, 
St. Paul does not leave us 
in uncertainty. It is a 
truth he. expresses in four 
small words: “The Lord 
is near.” 

From the teaching of 
the foregoing Sundays we 
know 
implies. In the first place, 
the Apostle alludes to our 
meeting the glorified Lord, 
when He will return to the 
earth on the Last. Day, or 
whenever He will reveal 
Himself to us at the time- 
less moment of our death. 
We know that this waiting 
for the Lord is interwoven 
with the sadness a Chris- 
tian feels when he thinks 
about the danger he is in 
of forsaking his calling, or 
whenever he is remindéd 
of the pains of illness and 
death.

Onze of the most frequently quoted 


statements of Pope Pius XI is “Spiritually 


wwe are Semites.” Does it mean no more 
than that a Catholic cannot be anti-Semitic? 
What is its background, what are its impli- 


‘cations? Answering these questions is the 


purpose of The Bridge (Pantheon Books. 
$3.95), a yearbook issued by the Institute 
of Judaeo-Christian Studies at Seton Hall 
University. 

Editor of The Bridge is 
Father John M. Oester- 
reicher, and assisting him 
is a board of distinguished 
associates. who are special- 
ists in many fields. In a 
“statement of» purpose” 
they declare that the year- 
book will try “to show the 
unity of God’s design as it 
leads from the Law to the 
Gospel” and to examine 
the relations of Jews and 
Christians in the contem- 
porary world. 

The first volume of what promises to be 
a unique and invaluable undertaking has 
the stamp of scholarship on it and the 
spirit of charity in it. 

Lengthy, meaty, but seldom heavy are 
the articles showing the continuity between 
the two testaments of Sacred Scripture. 
Reading Raissa Maritain on “Abraham and 
the Ascent of Conscience” or Father Richard 
Kugelman, C.P., on “Hebrew, Israelite, 
Jew, in the New Testament,” one is pre- 
sented treasures of learning and insight 
which enrich one’s knowledge and cannot 
but influence one’s attitude. 

Of special interest are the essays dealing 
with art and literature. Most illuminating

Suessman, of “Marc Chagall, Painter of the 
Crucified.” Several plates illustrate this re- 
vealing consideration of a modern Jewish 
artist’s preoccupation with the impact of 
the immolated Saviour on the Jew of -today. 

Father Oesterreicher, in “The Enigma of 
Simone Weil,” seeks to define the position 
of this remarkable Jewish thinker and 
writer commonly supposed to have come 
close to—indeed, to the very threshold of— 
the Church without ever being baptized. 
Here her books are searched, and it is es- 
tablished that in actuality she was never 
on the verge of accepting the Christ of 
Christianity or the Christianity of Christ. 

The origins of that malicious forgery, the 
so-called Protocols of the Learned Elders 
of Zion, are shown in a factual piece by Fa- 
ther Pierre Charles, S.J. In a relatively few 
pages the author demonstrates that the 
spurious document is a crude adaptation of 
a Parisian lawyer’s broadside against Na- 
poleon III. 

Father Edward H. Flannery writes of the 
celebrated Finaly case, cause of so much 
bitterness. Thestwo small Finaly boys were 
entrusted to a Frenchwoman by their Jew- 
ish parents, who later perished-at the hands 
of the Nazis. Brought up by her and even- 
tually baptized, they were, after the war, 
sougnt by relatives, and the battle over 
their custody involved court action, dis- 
appearances, international controversy. Fae 
ther Flannery recites particulars never in- 
cluded in press accounts, fairly scrutinizes 
the merits of the disputants’ contentions, 
and touches aspects and dimensions of the 
case generally overlooked. This is a notable 
piece of work. 

Indeed, the same can be said of the volé- 
ume as a whole. It represents a fine start for 
an important undertaking. 

FIRST OF TEN 

Another significant project gets under- 
way with the publication of The True Ree 
ligion (Newman. $6). This is the first of a 
projected series numbering ten volumes 
and bearing the over-all title Dogmatic 
Theology. The author is Monsignor G. Van 
Noort, and his work has been revised and 
translated into English by two Sulpieians, 
Father John J. Castelot and Father William 
R. Murphy. 

The original has been a standard text for 
the study of theology by seminarians.

They brought the 
comment. “You're the first people I’ve met today who 
to know anything about religion.” 

Who knows? With enough food for thought and 
tities of prayer maybe some of its “rivals” would be 
take seriously the claims of our Church. 

We should be even more anxious to spread o 
among those close to us, whenever possible. If we lov 
Faith and really believe it has the answers to all the world’s 
needs, it seems unreasonable not to. And unless our friend 
are openly anti-Catholic, they are usually not a 
proachable as we think! 

Acting on the assumption that: the only reason 
relatives have not discovered the truth of Catholicis 
that they have never had a chance, I decided to “in

we would only be less afraid to try to share the Faith when 
we can, surely a lot of tragedies like that could be avoided. 

Probably the truest but least reasonable excuse I have 
heard is, “I don’t know enough about religion to discuss it 
usually followed by, “It’s been so long since | went 
Catholic school” or “I just don’t have time to read.” 

A few early attempts to impress others with the truth 
of my new religion were enough to convince me that it |s 
indeed unwise to. discuss the subject without sufticiel 
knowledge—yet all the knowledge we need is within eas) 
reach. With all the pamphlets, Catholic papers, and books 
available, every Catholic could be no less than a minor au- 
thority on things religious. 

Whether we have “time to read” or not depends most- 
ly, I suspect, on how our sense of values is arranged: We 
housewives, especially, love to complain (or brag) about 
how busy we are: but we really aren’t on our feet every 
minute of the day. No one is. When I see a woman with 
five or six children finding time to read the Bible or other 
Catholic literature over an occasional cup of coffee or berore 
bedtime, I realize that it’s really more a question of Interes 

There is one last excuse—“I have tried, but outsiaers 
I approach seem to shy away from discussing religion 
Where are all these Protestants just waiting to be ©0 
verted?” : 

It certainly does seem at times that we might as W 
talk to the peach tree for all the good our efforts do. f 
if after several months or years, even one soul is reacne 
we know it will be worth it.
